In 
that event I trust you will not be 
embarassed, at least so far as I am 
concerned, by your previous assign- 
ment of date for withdrawal. It will 
be entirely agreeable to me to turn 
over the department to my successor

The great surplus in the tieusurj 


caused by an excess of revenue ove 
extravagant 
expenditures, 
is 


temptation under any circumstance 
to prodigal appropriation* of th 
public money. But with a republi 
can house of representatives, alway 
inclined to excessive grants, it fur 
nishes the opportunity-for corruptio: 
and for jobbery, which will snrel; 
now be seized. 


The estimates of the coming fisca 


year exceed those of the last b, 
more than forty-two millions. Bu 
they are mainly based upon the ex 
isting service, and do not touch th 
proposed increase in the army o 
five thousand men, nor the thirty 
million for the arrearages of th 
swindling pension act. None of th 
huge jobs which threaten to mak 
the legislation of the present con 
gress memorable are included ir 
these 
enormous estimates, which 


since the figures 6f the civil War hav 
disappeared, exceed all experience 
There are bills before the hous 
ostensibly for the equalization o 
bounties, which will swallow up ten 
of millions. 
The audacity wit] 


which such schemes are pressed, 
the face of the astounding and ad 
mitted frauds under the present pen 
sion laws, would be remarkable^ 
the country had not before been 
bullied into submission to such in 
famous legislation. 


There is to be a rush of "war 


claims" from the south, which havi 
been procured on shares or pur 
chased for a nominal sum.

the democrats had control of the
